be Teachers' Institute in ses­ 
sion here last week took occasion, 
through their committees, to adopt 
a number of resolutions showing 
their attitude on the various activ­ 
ities touching the work 
of 
the 
school teachers of the county. 
The principal committees report­ 
ing were those on resolutions, li­ 
braries, on athletics and debating 
and on the summer normal. 
The committee on resolutions es­ 
pecially endorsed the work of the 


state in furthering agricuture and 
agricultural education in the rural 
schools and apart from the schools. 
They recommend that the teachers 
co-operate with the state in this 
work. They endorsed the work of 
the 
district 
institutes 
held 
at 
Brownwood and recommend the 
holding of precinct institutes in 
each commissioners precinct in the 
county. 
They gave their hearty 
endorsement to tin* work of Mrs. 
Kittle and Prof. Eaton in further­ 
ing the interests of agriculture. 
The committee on athletics and 
debating recommended that the 
courty be organized into a league 
along the lines laid out by the Uni­ 
versity of Texas. They suggested 
that officers be elected as follows: 
General Director, W. II .Carpen­ 
ter; Dirctor of Debating and De­ 
clamation, J. B. Layne; Director 
of Athletics, A. R. Jarrett. 
The committee on Summer Nor­ 
mals recommended that this coun­ 
ty hold its own summer normal in 
1916. The report was adopted and 
R. F. Holloway was elected con­ 
ductor. They also advised that lie 
co-operate with the County Super­ 
intendent and select another per­ 
son who should act with them as 
a summer normal committee. 
Those in attendance at the insti­ 
tute e xprest themselves as well 
satisfied with the results and the 
progress of the session. More in­ 
terest was taken than usual and 
the teachers of the county are en­ 
tering heartily into the work of 
the education along modern and 
practical lines.

He says in most of the counties 
there was evidence of a good corn 
crop, except in the sjind where it 
was washed out. There is, he said, 
but little evidence of growing f-or- 
agc in those counties, but, when it 
comes to goobers, they have the 
goods. 
Summing up the situation in 
Eastland county, Mr. Havens says 
tin* Socialists ¡iml boll weevil have 
the country and gone with it and 
there is nothing to do but curse 
the party in power. He savs Tin* 
Socialists hold their camp meet­ 
ings and move fro inplace to place 
after the fashion of Mollie Bailey's 
show.

mind as to when the open season 
for killing doves, and u n d o u b t e d ­ 
ly many h u n t e r s have killed doves 
out of season. 
The open season 
for killing these birds opened S e p ­ 
t e m b e r 1, and will continue until 
March 1 next. 
The open season 
for killing bob whites, quail 
or 
partridges is from December 1 to 
February 1. The number of birds 
that may be killed, under the law, 
in one day is fifteen. The number 
of wild turkeys that may be killed 
during tin* season —- during the 
months of December, .January and 
March 
is three 
for tin* entire 
season.

"W e are determ ined to win from a 
reluctant congress th at which will es­ 
tablish for all tim e to come our rights 
as citizens of the U nited States." said 
Miss Lucy Burns, vice president of the 
congressional union. 
“W e have listed 
more than half of the m em bers of the 
present congress, and by a tile index 
can tell ju st where they stand. 
Be­ 
fore congress m eets we will complete 
our poll and will lie able to separate the 
sheep from the goats or the wolves." 
Miss Burns w as asked if the Union 
would send any more deputations to 
see the president and try to get him to 
support their cause. 
“We have not mapped out our plan 
as to the president,” said Miss Burns, 
“but we will w ait until he declares his 
position on suffrage in New Jersey bo- 
fore tin* O ctober election there, 
it was 
announced a t the W hite House some 
days ago th a t the president would 
m ake public his view s in his own state. 
The congressional union’s attitude to­ 
ward tin* president is one of ‘w atch­ 
ful w aiting.*” 
This convention will consider how 
the political pow er of women who are 
already voters may be used to help 
the passage of the suffrage am endm ent 
in the next congress.

of this kind. 
The men are more interested in the 
baseball scores of the N ational and 
American leagues than in any other 
point of the day’s news. 
The latest 
boiler explosion west of Pittsburgh, 
however, gets their avid interest. 
The naval radio service looks upon 
tiie idea as a great developm ent of its 
resources. 
For several years the serv­ 
ice has been sending out the official 
W ashington tim e through the A rling­ 
ton (Va.) station and the radio station 
at Darien, in the canal zone. 
This 
time flash has been sent broadcast over 
the continental United States, neigh 
borhood w aters and distan t American 
dependencies. 
Not long ago some 300 jew elers in ­ 
formed Secretary 
Daniels that they 
had equipped them selves with radio 
apparatus just t<> catch this tw ice daily 
time flash from W ashington. 
Time 
nals are said to be of im m ense ben 
eiit to v essels on tiie high seas, which 
now possess for the first time an nc- 
curate means of checking their cliro 
nom eters, which is of the greatest help 
in fixing longitude. 
As soon as the new w ireless section 
in the Philippines is completed it is be 
lieved th a t an interchange of m essages 
between tho Philippines and tho U nit­ 
ed States can I** m ade in thirty min 
utos. 
The news bulletin service is regarded 
as of still greater Im portance as an 
advance in the naval radio service. 
It 
contrasts 
strongly, old officers 
say. 
with the m ethods of only thirty years 
ago. when naval vessels on distant 
duty never got new s from home except 
when the relief vessel arrived and 
they received orders to go home and 
freshen up on events.
